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The recitation within claim 13 of "continuously" will not be entered because it is a new issue which requires further search and 
consideration. 

Applicant argues the Kawakami reference teaches a powdery material containing a non-alloyable metal and non-metal and does not read 
upon the limitations of the claims as presented in claim 13 as amended. Applicant points to figures 8, 10, and 1 1 of the specification which 
is argued provides evidence of a differing structure. The photomicrographs provide the magnified image of the cross section of the 
deposited materials which can also be present in material laid down including powder showing differing materials or phases present at 
those magnifications in the layer. Applicant's assertion that the photomicrographs provide evidence of a different structure that clearly 
excludes powdery material as recited in the claims is not persuasive. 
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
